A *bhsic collection of long-playing 
musical >records,- funds' for which 
were a bequeathal from the estate 
of the late Harry C. Futterman, may 
now' be borrowed from, the Freeport 
Memorial Library, Mrs.; Elizabeth F. 
Kelly announced this week. A list¬ 
ing of the gift-records appears at 
the end of this • article.;! 

A'notice to organizations interest¬ 
ed-in applying for a $50 music-on- 
record grant, was published by the 
Futterman- Foundation last year. 
Mrs. Kelly and the trustees of the 
library returned the application. 

• After- approval from the Founda¬ 
tion, the Library received the bene¬ 
fit/ : . ..■■■■■ \ ■ • 

The fund was set up from the 
estate of Mr. Futterman, a resident 
of New York City, to bring good 
music to people all over the country 
with libraries being the repository 
and distribution center for all the 
public. 

The idea for such a fund must 
first have occurred to Mr/Futter¬ 
man when as a soldier in World 
War I, he missed hearing music for 
the first time in his life, music not 
having been provided for the armed 
services. He organized the Armed 
Forces Master Records, Inc., which 
distributed libraries of classical 
music for the use of servicemen 
everywhere. 

In Information supplied by Rich¬ 
ard R. Green attorney for the trust, 
he states: “Mr. Futterman did not 
push himself to the front in the 
organization. He got prominent 
musicians such as Toscanini and 
Damrouch to lend their names, and 
It was they who appeared on the 
letterhead. But Mr. Futterman did 
all the work, cajoling and black¬ 
jacking record companies and dis¬ 
tributors, organizing„ 'branches 
around the country and soliciting 
funds everywhere. He distributed 
about 1,500 libraries of classical 
music to Army, Navy, and Marine 
Corps posts, ships and stations all 
over the world. 

Abfer speaking before a Congres¬ 
sional Committee on the work he 
was doing, ' Mr. Futterman was 
made a ' member of the Presidents 
committee on recreation for the 
Armed forces. 

Mr. Futter was not a public ser¬ 
vant, but rather a public-minded 
person who brought music to mil¬ 
lions during his lifetime and who 
is responsible for making music 
available to many more since his 
death.

Mrs. Matousek, a native of Czech- 
oslavakia, studied at Charles Uni¬ 
versity in Prague. In her social 
problems field newspaper work she 
visited many- countries in Europe 
and Asia. She became interested in 
refugee problems and organized the 
Czech Relief Agency for political 
refugees’from Germany and Aus¬ 
tria. Shortly before Pearl Harbor 
Mrs. Matousek came to the United 
States and worked with the late 
President Benes' Czechoslovakian 
Government Information on Ser¬ 
vice. She joined UNNRA and 
worked with the displaced persons 
program in Germany. In her per¬ 
sonal contacts with uprooted, warp¬ 
ed and thwarted war victims she 
realized the. importance of rehabil¬ 
itation, In these words she expres¬ 
ses her deepest impressions: 

’There is no hope for peace and 
a decent world If you let children 
grow up in ruins and misery, be¬ 
cause they will grow U P to hate 
everything that Is dear to us and to 
suspect and distrust everyone who 
knows of their plight and does not 
extend a helping hand."
